No One Knows Who She Is er 
Where She Came From. 


WAS BURIED ON A FARM. 


Her Body Was Taken From the 
Meramec River Several Miles 
Belew Carondelet. 


Somebody’s erring daughter lies in an un- 
marked grave on Daniel Wind's farm, a few 
miles below Carondelet. é 

The corpse, almost unrecognizable from 
lying for many days in the water, was found 
in the Meramec River by Philip, George and 


Peter Gebhardt, farmers of Carondelet 
Township. 

Whether she was lured to some out-of-the- 
way place, murdered and then thrown into 
the river, or in her despair she leaped into 
the water and, without a struggle, sank to 
death, will probably never be known, 

She wasn’t more than 16 years of age, 
and even the bloated, disfigured corpse that 
the Gebhardts found in the rushes on tile 
8 of the stream had traces of beauty. 

er hair was light in color and fine of 


texture. It was saved from being washed 


away by belng caught in the dead girl’s 


dress. 

The Gebhardts were on the bank of the 
Meramec about two and one-half miles from 
the mouth and a mile below the Lemay 
Ferry road bridge, when one of them no- 
ticed a piece of red cloth floating on the 
surface of the water in a little pocket under 
the steep bank. 

He idly threw a clod at the cloth. There 
was a ripple in the water and a ghastly 
rose to the surface. 

The farmer nearly dropped with fright, 
but, recovering almost at once, called his 
brothers. 

They had some difficulty in reaching the 
pocket, but finally got a boat and approach- 
ed the body. 

It was that of a girl. 

The clothing was pulled up over the head 
so the features could not be seen. The 
banks at that point are so steep it was 
oR me fo to get the body up there and the 
Gebhardts towed it down the river half a 
mile to a shelving beach. 

Justice of the Peace John Crecelius o: 
Carondelet Township was notified and ie 
held, an inquest. , 

Tho y had been in the water for 
weeks. The skin had peeled off of the 
hands, @n@eerhen the dress skirt. was 
pulled from over the face and head a raw 
scalp was revealed. 

The hair and skin had been washed from 
the head. Closer investigation developed 
that the hair was in the dress skirt. 

It was in a,big, loose coil, soaked with 
water and matt with the moss and mud 
from the river’s bed. 

It could be seen, however, that the hair 
was very long and fine and ofa light, golden 


ue. 

In the white and deoaying flesh adhering 
to the skull were several holes. At first 
it was supposed that they were marks of 
violence. 

Examination of the scalp, to which the 
hair clung, showed otherwise. They were 
— by the water, or had been eaten by 


No other indications of violence were 
found, though the body was so badly de- 
composed it was impossible to decide posi- 
tively that there were none. 

From the position of the girl’s clothing 
—her dress pulled up over her head—it was 
clear that she had leaped or been thrown 
into the water feet first. 

Possibly she Jumped from the Lemay road 
bridge. hat would account for the posi- 
tion of her clothing. 

After holding the inquest Justice Creceliu 
told Farmer ind to bury the body. This 
was done in the simplest manner ssible. 

She was put in a hastily provised 
coffin, and a shallow grave was dug. There 
were no services and little ceremony about 
dumping the. unfortunate in the shallow 
trench. e 

From her Een the Coroner and his 
jury concluded that the girl lived in the 
country. Her dress was of calico—red with 
white flowers. She wore a black woolen 
skirt, a white cotton undervest, black cot- 
i py beng 121 shoes.

Ghastly Evidences of the Murder of 
Pearl Bryan Produced, 


NEWPORT, Ky., April 22.—Mr. and Mrs. 
Alexander 8. Bryan of Greencastle, Ind., 
and all the members of their family attend- 
ed the trial of Scott Jackson to-day. There 
was a very large attendance. Prof. Edwin 


F. Post of Depauw University, the brother- 
in-law of Jackson, sat by his side. 

Coroner W. E. Tingley was recalled, A 
lay figure dressed in the clothing found on 
Pearl Bryan’s body was brought into court, 
but the bloody dress presented such a hor- 
rible appearance that the objection of the 
defense was sustained. 

Then Coroner Tingley identified each arti- 

ele as the one on Pearl Bryan’s body when 
found near Fort Thomas. The gashes and 
blood stains were also identified as being 
in the clothing then. 
Mrs. Stanley, the sister of Pearl Bryan, a 
milliner, testified to the hat and other 
articles having been secured by Pearl Bryan 
at her store. She identified each article of 
clothing, and to being with Pearl when 
she bought the shoes. T bloody. dress 
was one Mrs. Stanley had made. One of the 
three handkerchiefs found with Jackson's 
castaway clothing had been given to Pearl 
by Mrs. Stanley last Christmas. Mrs. Stan- 
ley identified the valise, also a gold neck- 
lace. She-finally broke down as these ar- 
ticles were held up before her for identi- 
fication, and there was quite a scene in 
court. Mrs. Stanley looked directly at 
Jackson and identified him. 

Following Mrs. Stanley several witnesses 
were called to prove the appearance of the 
body when found, the evidences of struggle, 
the blood spurts on the bushes, the amount 
of blood on the ground, etc. 

Then Dr. Carothers, who made the post- 
mortem examination, gave his testimony as 
already given before the coroner. 

A peculiar feature developed to-day is 
the policy of the defense to not cross-exam- 
ine witnesses. The only suggestion of an ex- 
planation of this policy is that the defense 
of insanity is to be set up. 


RIOT AT CLEVELAND. 


Union and Non-Union Men Injure Each 
Other Badly. 


CLEVELAND, O., April 22.—All the reserve 
police in the city were massed at noon to- 
day at the Central Police Station in readi- 
ness for expected trouble on the lumber 
docks between the union and non-union 
lumber shovers. Each officer was provided 
with a club used in encounters with a mob, 


and which were used so effectively in the 
May Day riots two years ago. 

Rioting began between the union and non- 
union lumber shovers shortly after noon. 
The men were armed with knives and re- 
volvers and came together at Rack, Gray 
& Co.’s ddcks. Two men were seriously 
wounded, one perhaps fatally. Many have 
bruised faces and black eyes. * 

A vessel was to be unloaded at the dock 
and 22 union men were on hand to do the 
work. They claimed the captain had 

ven them the job. While they were get- 

ng ready for the work, a large crowd of 
non-union laborers put in an appearance, 
and their leaders, John Powitski and Au- 
gust Swego, claimed the work belonged to 
them. A wrangle immediately followed 
and in a few minutes the men were throw- 
ing bricks and in various ways endeavor- 
ing to annihilate each other. 
wego, the non-union leader, pulled a re- 
volver, but before he had time to use it 
one of the other gang stabbed him in the 
neck. As he fell he was grabbed by the 
police and hustled toward the patrol wagon. 
There were but three officers on the ground 
at the time, one of whom received a serious 
wound in the head. Henry Bedliham of No. 
357 Central avenue, a non-union man, was 
kicked insensible and is terribly injured. 

About this time Capt. Madigan with forty 
officers arrived on the scene. The leaders of 
the riot were hustled into patrol wagons. 
The ewes managed to stop the fight tem- 
porarily, but there is every prospect of fur- 
ther trouble, as the men are seeking revenge 
on each other. n

~THE BARRACKS 


Soldiers Turn Out in the Night to 
Battle With Flames. 


TWO OF THEM MAY Olk. 


Handsome New Quarters of Troeps A 
and D Were Buraed to the Ground 
Wednesday Morning. 


Owing to a defective fire-fighting equip- 
ment Jefferson Barracks sustained a $50,000 
fire early Wednesday morning. One of the 
new brick buildings erected at a cost of $35,- 
000 was burned to the ground. 

In fighting the blaze two of the troopers, 
Sergt. Harry Trebus of Troop D and Pri- 
vate Adolphus Schwartz of Troop K narrow- 
ly escaped suffocation. Their condition is 
st.ll serious. 

The fire was discovered about 1:30 a. m. 
Troops D and A occupy the building, which 
is situated in the western part of tne res- 
ervation in a group of new buildings. Just 
to the west of it is a building similar to it, 
the quarters of Troops K and B. Back of 
tt is the commissary and frame house of 
Bandmaster C. A. Bessey. 

The two dormitories and the commissary 
are brick. The dormitories are three stories 
in height and 250 feet in length. 


Everyone was asleep in the building when 
Privates Kaiser and Murphy of Troop D 
were awakened by breathing in dense 
clouds of smoke. 

Realizing that the building was on fire, 
they sprang from their cots and rushed 
from floor to floor giving the alarm. 

Trumpeter Knell gave the fire alarm on 
his trumpet and the whole garrison came 
tumbling out. 

The fire equipment consists of a hose cart 
and a hook and ladder truck. There is a 
beautiful engine-house being erected, but 
there is no engine to put in it. 

[Water ja obtained from the city supply, 
being pumped -from Carondelet, but when 
the solder firemen made the coupling at 
the plug at the western end of the building 
they found only a measly stream, that 
would spurt out about four feet. 

Col. Guy V. Henry, the commandant, who 
was at the scene assisting Maj. Wessels, 
the Fire Marshal, telegraphed to Caronde- 
let for the pumping power to be increased. 

It was not found possible to reach Caron- 
delet by telegraph, and as there is no tele- 
phone service at the barracks, mounted men 
were dispatched with these orders. 

Sales wingley was also wired to send 
aid.

The fire originated in the basement in 
the west wing. 

The windows were broken open and the 
men ordered below with the drooling hose. 
The smoke was so dense it was almost im- 
possible for the men to remain in the 
place. 

Among those who went down were 
Schwartz Trebus, Capt. Jones, Lieut. Du- 
gan and Private Mitchell. The two first 
named were overcome and were with diffi- 
culty rescued by their companions. 

In a short time, owing to the lack of a 
water supply, everyone was driven from 
the cellar. The flames ate their way 
through the ceiling of the basement and 
the game was practically over. In twenty 
minutes the whole west end was ablaze, 
and, although the wind was from thg east, 
the fire spread to the other side. 


Down in the basement in the center of the 
building were stored 20,000 rounds of ball. 
cartridges, 100 pounds of powder and some 
other explosives. 

The men knew this, but as most of them 
had been under fire they did not seem to 
mind it. 

When the flames reached the powder 
there was a terrific explosion. Masses of 
burning wood and showers of sparks shot 
into the air. Then there came the popping 
of the cartridges and shells, and bullets 
began humming and buzzing around the 
men’s ears. 

It was like fighting the redskins, and the 
sounds of musketry stirred the soldier 
blood of the firemen and they cheered in 
their enthusiasm. 

The wives of the officers and soldiers 
had gathered near by to watch the beautiful 
but awful picture, and when the shells be- 
gan popping there was a fluttering of petti- 
coats and a chorus of feminine exclama- 
tions which only ceased after safety had 
been secured around the corners of adjacent 
quarters. 

The explosion settled all hope of stopping 
the fire in the quarters of Troops A and D, 
for after that the whole buildihg became 
one mass of flames. 

Before long the walls of the west wing 
came tumbling down and the firemen turned 
their attention to saving other property. 


The explosion had been both a blessing 
and a curse. The shower of sparks which 
had shot into the air had set fire to the roof 
of the bandmaster’s house and already 
it was ablaze. The shock, however, had 
contributed to the falling of the walls and

Bone of Contention 
Cabinet and Senate. 


THE IMPENDING CRISIS. 


It Is Thought President Faure Will 
Try to Form a Cabinet 
ef Conciliation. ~ * 


- 


PARIS, April 22.—The refusal of the Sen- 


ate to grant the Madagascar credits to the 
Bourgeois Cabinet is regarded as a well- 


devised tactical move against the Cabinet 
in the confilet between the two branches 
of the Government, which involves the 
French Constitution itself. It was believed 
that the Cabinet would feel itself driven into 
a.corner and would be compelled to resign, 
and it was expected that this would occur 
to-day. The Cabinet’s reply in summoning 
the Chamber seems the best that could be 
made to the Senate’s move, and virtually 
refers the conflict to the Chamber, which 
has already twice refused to concur in a 
vote of censure of the Cabinet passed by the 
Senate. If the newly-summoned Chamber 
persists in this attitude, a constitutional 
crisis will be threatened. 

It is believed that the Cabinet has been 
convinced for some time that it must re- 
linquish office, but has been maneuvering 
for advantage of position for its appearance 
before the country. The real conflict is be- 
tween the conservative element in politics 
represented by the Senate, and the radical 
and socialist elements, represented in the 
Bourgeois Cabinet, which seek constitution- 
al changes looking to the control of the 
Senate itself and in doing away with its 
obstruction to the radical programme in 
France. 

The present Cabinet’s income tax meas- 
ure is a main feature of that programme, 
uncompromisingly opposed by the Senate. 
The latter body has adroitly evaded making 
an issue with the Cabinet on the income tax 
measure, and has apparently concluded 
that the withholding of the credits for the 
Government's Madagascar programme, 
which has proved unpopular in France, 
provides a nominal ground for the conflict 
more likely to appeal to the people. 

An official note has been issued, explain- 
ing the attitude of the Cabinet in the face 
of the crisis precipitated by the Senate’s 
vote. The note says: 

The Cabinet holds that, in face of the 
Senate’s vote, it is impossible to continue 
the direction of affairs. But it considers 
that it ought not to resign in the absence 
of the Chamber. Therefore, the Chamber 
should be convoked without delay to enable 
the Ministers to impart to them the reason 
for their decision. . Brisson, President of 
the Chamber of Deputies, has telegraphed 
to the Deputies to, meet on Thursday at 
2 o’clock.”’ 

The Conservative and Moderate Republic- 
an newspapers this morning applaud the 
Senate for the stand it has taken against 
the Bourgeois Ministry, and say they be- 
eve it impossible for the Premier to remain 
in office, even should the Chamber of Dep- 
uties give him another vote of confidence. 

The Radical and Socialist organs re- 
proach M. Bourgeois for having ‘bowed 
before the Senate’s vote,” and speak of his 
intended resignation as “desertion and abdi- 
cation.” 

In some quarters the formation of a new 
cabinet is regarded as difficult. According 
to the Matin, M. Brisson considers it anom- 
alous for a cabinet to announce its inten- 
tion to the Chamber before placing its resig- 
nation in the hands of the President. 

It. is reported this afternoon that Presi- 
dent Faure has already accepted the resig- 
nation of the Cabinet, although this cannot

BARON HIRSCH. 

The world is a great loser by the death 
of Baron Hirsch, who died last Tuesday. 
He devoted his great wealth to the no- 
blest uses to which it can be put—reliev- 
ing the hard lot of his fellow-men. The 
immense fortune left him by his father 
was not émployed, as is so often the case, 
as a means of amassing still larger for- 
tunes, in compassing power or ih achiev- 
ing fame. Neither was it squandered in 
reckless living nor spent in the founding 
of universities, libraries or art galleries 
for the well-to-do. 

It poured into the hovels of the poor, 
the hospitals of the sick, the prisons of 
the persecuted. He fed the hungry, 
clothed the naked, lifted up the down- 
trodden and enlightened the ignorant. 
These were the noble ways in which he 
expended his money. 

While the greater part of his charities 
was bestowed upon the persecuted and 
impoverished of his own race in Russia, 
in Turkey, in Armenia and America, the 
poor of other nationalities in many lands 
felt the relieving glow of Baron Hirson's 
all-embracing philanthropy. 

It may truthfully be said of hsm: 

“The world was his country and to do 
good was hig religion.” Like the Count 
de Montefiore he has left a heritage of 
golden deeds to the Jews of tne closing 
century. 
Would that the example of ihese two 
great philanthropists might shame cr en- 
courage the rich of their own and the 
races professing Christianity.iito lke 
works of practical charity. Then indeed 
would wealth prove a blessing to its 
possessors and to all mankind, for their 
footsteps would echo with the pleudits 
of the poor, the suffering, the unfortu- 
nate, 
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“UNITED STATES MAIL CAR.” 


The plea of the Scullin street car man- 
agers that they are having the sign 
„United States Mail Car’’ painted upon 
cars of their line that are not mail cars, 
merely to advertise that some of their 
cars are mail cars, is absurd. It is a false 
sign and the excuse set up for using it 
will deceive nobody. The real purpose 
of such a sign is that it may be made 
the basis for a call for Federal troops in 
the event of a strike, without depending 
upon the city or State authorities to keep 
order.

It would be just as reasonable and 
proper for the landlords of such buildings 
to labél every office in them, “United 
States Post-Office,” because of the pres- 
ence of this postal box and chute, as it 
is for a street car company to label 
every car “United States Mail Car” be- 
cause two or three cars belonging to the 
company are used for the transportation 
of mail. 


THE JUSTICES MUST DISGORGE. 


Following the exposure made by the 
Post-Dispatch last week that the street, 
railroad companies are withholding, with 
the Wledge and acquiescence of the 
city Tax Collector, over $20,000 from the 
city treasury comes the demand from 
Comptroller Sturgeon for considerable 
sums that have been collected by justices 
of the peace in the shape of marriage 
fees and withheld from the city treasury. 
This demand is embodied in a letter from 
Mr. Sturgeon to the City Counselor in- 
closing the evidence against the justices 
and asking t suit be brought against 
them in order to make them disgorgs 
the money they have illegally appropri- 
ated.

„ pitched Great Ball Yesterday. 


A symphony in curves would be a succinct 
and perfect description of Tuesday's ball 
game, which St. Louis won from Chicago. 
More perfect pitching than that done by 
Billy Hart has seldom, if ever, been wit- 


nessed. 
More perfect curves never deceived a 
batter. His drop was as deep as a well, and 


it had the swoop of a bald eagle circling a 
mountain top. His out curve was sharp 
and wide. 

As for control, he could have almost 
thrown the ball through the eye of a needle. 

Last Friday Hart pitched against Cleve- 
land and lost. The day was dark and a 
strong wind blew hard in the pitcher’s back. 
Knowing that Hart depends on his curves 
for success, the Post-Dispatch pointed out 
before the game that it was a mistake to 
use him. The result proved that the Post- 
Dispatch was right. 

The wind spoiled Hart’s curves, carried 
them away from the plate and caused 
him to lose the game. 

Yesterday was suitable to Hart’s style. 
Not a breath of air was stirring and he 
could put the ball just where he wanted to. 

It is well to take existing circumstances 
rather than routine or general ability of the 
individual into consideration when naming 
the pitcher for the day. And it might be 
suggested that Hart be given days when 
meterological conditions do not militate 
against him. 


Almost faultless support was accorded 
Hart by his team. Bar a very bad error 
by Cross and a very excusable bad throw 
by Latham, on which Connor should have 
made ‘the put out, the fielding of the 
Browns was@erfect.

“Tuck” Ryan, Noterious Burglar and 
Would-Be Murderer, Discharged 
and the Police Scored. 


When Judge Murphy discharged Tuck“ 
Ryan, charged with attempted larceny, in 
his court Tuesday, and told the released con- 
vict that he had a perfect right to shoot 
and kill the officer who arrested h'm, there 
was a wild scene in the court room. The 
auditors nearly stood on their heads. A 
grand applause crept out the windows, and 
the signs of vociferous applause were evi- 


dent.

“On with crime; to — with the citizens,’ 

The discharge of Ryan is only one of a se- 
ries of such actions on tthe part of the 
Court of Criminal Correction. 

A man was caught in the act of commit- 
ting a crime, he battled with the police offi- 
cer, stabbed him in the neck, back and side, 
escaped, was captured by another officer, 
and at thé trial the man who witnessed the 
commission of the crime testified, the police 
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“TUCK” RYAN.

testified to he assault and Judge Murphy 
said the prisoner should have shot the po- 
lice officer down and then discharged him. 

Early in the evening of April 11 Morris 
Hailoran was informed that his grocery and 
sa looon at 1701 Cass avenue was to be en- 
tered by byrglars that night. Accordingly 
Mr. Halloran closed his place up at 9 o’clock, 
remained on the inside and awaited devel- 
opments. 

Just at midnight the side door was forced 
open and a man entered. The burglar crept 
cautiously to the rear of the store and 
picked up a box of soap and was going out 
with it when Halloran, who was concealed 


Supreme Court Will Dispose of Double 
- Officeholder Bus May 5. 


The issuance of an order by the State Su- 
preme Court against President Henry Bus 
and Director H. H. Rebenack, of the School 
Board, to show cause why they should not 
‘be removed from the Board, was received as 


matter of course in St. Louis. Under the 
law, as interpreted by St. Louis lawyers, 
the filing of information in quo warranto 
by the Attorney General necessitates the 
issuance of such an order. 

Henry Bus is represented by 8 
Ford Smith. It is probable that no testi- 
mony will be taken in his case. The alle- 
gations in the information will probably be 
admitted, and the matter resolved into a 
question of law, because the fact of Bus 
having occupied the positions of Deputy 
Sheriff and School Director at one and the 
same time is a matter not only of public 
notoriety, but an official fact. 

The case for the prosecution will be based 
upon section 7,394, page 182, of the Revised 
Statutes, and sections 10 and 11 of article 9 
of the State Constitution. The section of 
the Revised Statutes is as follows: 

“No member of the Board of Aldermen or 
Board ‘of Delegates, or any other person 
holding office under the City of St. Louis, 
whether elected or appointed, shall be a 
member of the ere of School Directors 
of the City of St. Louis.” 

Section 6 provides the punishment for 
violation of this, as for a misdemeanor, 
and disqualifies the official from ever hold- 
ing a seat in the School Board or, acting as 
one of its officers. 

The section of the Constitution is as fol- 
lows: 

“In cities or counties having more than 
200,000 inhabitants, no person shall at the 
same time be a State officer and an officer 
of any county, city or other municipality, 
and no person shall at the same time fill 
two municipal offices, either in the same 
or different municipalities.” 

The defense will probably attack the ap- 
plicability of these sections to Bus’ case. 
The date set for a return to the order is 
May 5, and Bus’ case will probably be sub- 
mitted on an agreed statement of facts and 
the arguments. The defense will attempt 
to show that by resigning the position of 
Deputy Sheriff, Bus was restored to his po- 
sition of School Director, even if in ac- 
cepting the position of Deputy Sheriff he 
rendered himself ineligible for that of 
School Director. 

The date for a return on the order against 
Rebenack is also set for May 5 

It is charged in the information against 
him that he had not paid his school tax for 
two years prior to his election to the Board 
and hence is usurping the powers of a 
School Director. The evidence against him 
will be drawn from the records of the Re- 
corder of Deeds. 

While these proceedings are pending in 
the Supreme Court, Bus is being further 
harassed by the determined effort in the 
Tenth District to elect a Democratic suc- 
cessor to John H. Dieckman, resigned. 

If this is accomplished, and Rebenack is. 
removed by the Supreme Court, and there 
seems little doubt that he will be, the Bus 
faction will be in the minority, even if Bus 
retains his seat. This will bring about a 
reorganization of the School Board at once.

Slattery was due entirely to accident. 

K. Clardy of the Union Casualty and 
Surety Co., in which Capt. Slattery was in- 
sured for $10,000, sand that officially the in- 
surance companies had not been notified 
of the death, and that as no claims for the 


insurance had as yet been made by the rela- 
tives the companies had decided upon no 
course of action in the matter. When 


asked as to whether the companies would 
endeavor to prove a death by suicide rather 
than one by accident, Mr. Clardy said he did 
not know what they would do; that they 
might pay the money down without pro- 
test. 

Charles H. Gore, agent for the Preferred 
Accident Insurance Co., expressed an opin- 
ion similar to that of Mr. Clardy. He 
thought there would be no protest. . 

There is considerable doubt as to whether 
Capt. S'attery left a will or not. None of his 
immediate family nor his attorney know 
of the existence of one. His affairs, hi 
friends insist, however, are in good condi- 
tion and his estate will, they say, realize a 
considerable sum.
